The Democrats of Bourbon met Sat- 
urday afternoon at the court house in 
delegate ‘ convention and nominatea 
Miss Mabel Robbins as the candidate 
for the office of County School Superin- 
tendent, made vacant by the f’eath of 
the late F. L. Mcf'hesney, who was a 
candidate for re-election.

A contributor to the columns of the 
Louisville Times, commenting upun the 
most recent eccentricity of Governor

“Many interesting stories are told of 
Bishop VVilmer of Alabama, who was 
noted for his wit and sharp repartee,” 
said a clergyman. “A story w’hlch is 
considered characteristic of the man 
was told by a Virginia minister: 

•• ‘When Bishop Wllmer was rector 
of the little Protestant Episcopal 
church at UppervUle, 'Va.. he was 
much worried by the nonattendance at 
service on Sundays of the majority of 
the young men of the community. On 
Inquiry he found that instead of going 
to church they were in the habit of 
playing marbles for stakes. Marbles 
in those days, it must be remembered, 
was a much more serious game than 
it is now, occupying much the s&tm 
position in the realm of sports as do 
billiards and pool in these days.

“keeps.” They readily consented. 

“ ‘Much to their astonishment the 
young minister won steadily, and soon 
they bad to go to the stores to replen- 
ish their stock. Toward the close of 
the afternoon Mr. Wilmer had won 
every marble in the town of Upper- 
ville. Putting his “winnings” in a 
bag, he remarked as he walked away. 
“Now. gentlemen, since you can’t play 
marbles tomorrow I hope to see yon 
ail at church.”

In the making of a tariff law, one 
would naturally suppobe that those 
least able to bear the.burdens of taxa- 
tion would not be discriminated 
against in favor of those best able to 
pay the tax involved in any tariff levy. 

But what are the facts? 

The man who imports $1,000 worth 
of diamonds pays a tax of but $100 — 10 
per cent. If he imported a thousand 
shirts worth a dollar each he would 
have to leave at the customs house 
and tack onto his selling prices $601.60 
— 60.16 per cent. 

If he decided that he would bring in 
$1,000 worth of champagne, one of the 
items upon which there is a large in- 
crease, the tax levied by the tariff is 
$500. if he brought in $1,000 worth of 
blankets he would pay a tariff tax of 
$1,645.42. 

If he brought in $1,000 worth of 
paintings and statuary, all he would j 
have to pay as customs duties would 
be $200, but if it were sugar he would 
pay $788.70 tax on $1,00C worth. 

If he brought in $1,000 worth of 
jewelry he would have to pay $600 
tariff tax, but if be brought in $1,000 
worth of wool dress goods he would 
pay $1,050.92 tariff. 

If he imported a $5,000 automobile 
the tariff takers would relieve him of 
$2,‘250. If it were $5,000 worth of 
yarns the tariff tax would be $6,960. 

If the importation were $5,000 worth 
of furs the tariff tax would be $1,650 
but if it were $5,000 worth of clothing 
that tax would be $4,330. 

If some New York millionaire brings 
in a $100,000 ocean-going yacht the 
tariff would be $35,0(X), but if the im- 
portation were stockings the tariff col- 
lected would be $87,950.

The people should adopt, in the form

While Mr. Taft is out preaching for 
policies advocated by special interests 
the secretary of war is preparing to 
appear in court as attorney for a great 
corporation in its suit against the State 
of Illinois. A Nashville, Tenn., dis- 
patch carried by the Associated Press 
says : 

“A special news dispatch from 
Chicago says that Secretary of War 
Dickinson will appear before the 
Illinois Supreme Court to argue a case 
for the Illinois Central Railroad Com- 
pany, for which he was formerly gen- 
eral counsel, and that the State of Il- 
linois is the opposing party to tbe^suit. 
Judge Dickinson’s attenting having 
been called to the matter, he said the 
suit had already been argued by him 
in the lower court while geneiai coun- 
sel of the Illinois Central road. He 
said that the suit involved a large 
amount in taxes to the road, and had 
required a great amount of detail of j 
preparation. He emphatically declar- 1 
ed that no question was involved that 
in any way affected government regu- 
lation of railroads. It was simply a 
question of accounting under a con- 
tract. Secretary Dickinson explained 
that when offered a position in Presi- 
dent Taft’s cabinet, he informed the 
President that he would dissolve abso 
lutely bis connection with the railroad 
company, but told him that at that 
stage of the suit in question the com- 
pany could not employ new counsel 
who would have the familarity with 
the case requisie to argue it on appeal 
and that he did not feel it was right, 
under such conditions [to abandon the 
case. The President, Mr. Dickinson 
said, argeedfto this view.”

Wrecked Nagnificient Cathedral. 

The magnificient cathedral of Pisa, 
one of the architectural wonders of 
Italy, has been wrecked and burned 
by a m()b, infuriated by Ferrer’s fate. 
The priests were maltreated, one be- 
ing killed. 

The famous cathedral of Pisa of 
which the leaning tower of Pisa was 
a part, having formerly been the bel- 
fry. was designed by Eoschetto and 
Rinaldo, famous Italian architects. 
It was begun in 1063 and was not com 
pleted until 1113. In the centuries 
that followed Pisa was the scene of 
many violent wars and much blood- 
shed. 

The design of the cathedral was that 
of a plain Latin cross with an external 
length of 311J feet and a breadth of 
252 feet. The nave, 109 feet high, wrs 
supported by marble arches.

The Burley Tobacco Pool. 

As the time for closing the Burley 
Tobacco pool for the 1909 crop is draw- 
ing near, and feeling that the matter 
is of vital interest to Bourbon county 
growers who have not entered the 
pool, we publish the following ex- 
tracts of letters from the press com- 
mittee to the newspapers of the Burley 
District, viz: 

“That the growers, the community 
and county in which they live, as well 
as every business interest of the State 
have been greatly benefitted by the 
growers’ organization, you must ad- 
mit. 

“That the 1909 pool is a still greater 
benefit and a more complete success is 
evidenced by the price at which tobac- 
co outside of the pool being bought hy 
the independent manufacturers, com- 
mission warehouse companies and 
speculators. It is positive assurance 
that the Burley Tobacco Society, back- 
ed as it is by at least sixty per cent of 
the growers of Burley tobacco, is now 
in position to demand and receive fair 
and remunerative prices for the tobac- 
co owned by its members. 

“The average price of 14 to 15 cents 
per pound now being paid for unpool- 
ed tobacco is in itself an admission 
that the growers in the Burley pool 
are in a position to sell their tobacco 
at a substantial advance over the 
prices named for unpooled tobacco. 

“Would a speculator pay 15 cents 
per pound for tobacco in the bam — 
tobacco not yet cured and in some 
cases tobacco he h»s never seen — if he 
were not fully convinced that the Bur- 
ley Society pool would enable him to 
sell at an advanced price? 

“Would a manufacturer pay the same 
price for individual crops if he were 
not sure that he would be compelled 
to pay more for the pooled tobacco 
later on? 

“Just how much more he will have 
to pay for the pooled tobacco depends 
entirely upon the length of time the 
purchase of the pooled tobacco is de- 
layed. 

J “No specified price has been set on 
the pooled tobacco. It is in the hands 
of the Burley Tobacco Society to sell 
“to the best advantage.” The price of 
pooled tobacco will be governed by the 
price set by trade on outside tobacco. 

. “It is evident that the trust consid- 
ers 15c per pound a smaller price than 
it will have to pay for pooled tobacco, 
otherwise it would not touch it, for 
there is i.o doubt but that every pound 
of tobacco produced in 1909 will be 
j needed by the manufacturers* before 
another crop is grown. The Burley 1 
Tobacco Society has the advanage of 
knowing his condition to exist. 

“You also know that with the large 
crop grown this ^ear, were it no for 
the pool of the Burley Tobacco Society, 
the cry of ‘over-production’ would put 
the priced own to less than 8 cents per 
pound, for have not the Independent i 
manufacture, in their suits against the 
Burley Tobacco Society, asked the 
United States Courts to rule that Bur- 
ley tobacco is worth only 8 cents, and 
that any sura above that price is ‘ex- 
cessive charge.’ 

“The larger portion of the credit for

; farmers themselves, is due the loyalty 
i of the country press in the hurley Dis- 
j trict. I

SWINGING THE ARMS. 



A “Giricott** On. 



The Habit a Relic of the Time When 
Man Went on All Fours. 

Sir Victor Horsley, lecturing before 
the Medical society of Ix)ndon, ex 
plained our habit of swinging the arms 
when walking, which he stated was 
quite unnecessary, as a relic of the 
days when we walked on all fours. 
Then we bad to use arms|as well as 
legs. Although their use serves no 
purpose when walking upright, we 
still keep on moving all four limbs 
alternately or In progression. Sir Vic- 
tor set forth some new facts concern- 
ing the functions of the cerebellum, 
the mysterious and little understood 
bind part of the brain. 

“Primarily the cerebellum must be 
regarded.” said the lecturer, “as a sen- 
sory organ which has an important 
part in the correct performance of 
many of our automatic actions. Walk- 
ing, standing and running are good 
examples of snch actions, which can- 
not be accurately carried out without 
a normal, well balanced cerebellum 
Newborn animals cannot stand. They 
sprawl, and before they can stand, 
walk or run they must acquire this 
power. For conveniences In life this 
ability to stand must be secured with- 
out the animal having consciously to 
tbluk what be is doing. The fully de- 
veloped cerebellum supplies this powei 
unconsciously.” 

In proof of this Sir Victor pointed 
out that the cerebellum of a full 
grown cat showed fully developed cells 
and fibers, whereas in newborn kit- 
tens the brain In the cerebellar portion 
Is not yet organized into active nerve 
tissues.— New York Times.

DIVING BELL SPIDERS. 



Gathering Air For Use In Working 
Under Water. 

The diving bell spiders gather air to 
use just as a soldier might draw wa- 
ter and dispose It about his person in 
water bottles. They do this In two 
ways, one of which Is characteristic of 
many of the creatures which live both 
in and out of the water, as the spidei 
does. The tail of the spider is cov- 
ered with black, velvety hair. Putting 
its tall out of the water, it collects 
much air In the interstices of the vel- 
vet. It then descends, when all this 
air drawn down beneath the surface 
collects into a single bubble, covering 
its tail and breathing boles like a coat 
of quicksilver. This supply the spider 
uses up when at work below until it 
dwindles to a single speck, when it 
once more ascends and collects a fresh 
store. 

The writer has seen one of these 
spiders spin so many webs across the 
stems of water plants In a limited 
space that not only the small water 
shrimps and larvae, but even a young 
fish, were entangled. The other and 
more artistic means of gathering air 
employed by the spider Is to catch a 
bubble on the surface and swim below 
with it. The bubble is then let go into 
a bell woven under some plant, into 
which many other bubbles have been 
drawn. In this diving bell the eggs 
are laid and the young hatched under 
the constant watch of the old spider. 
—London Saturday Review.

Turner would work, so to say, with 
his nose to the canvas. When Lord 
Hill at too close quarters looked at the 
bouses of parliament picture he con- 
demned It as “nothing but dabs.’ 
Catching its magical effect from a just 
distance, however, he exclaimed en- 
thusiastically: “Painting! God bless 
me! So It Is!” According to Thom- 
bury, Turner made a number' of 
sketches of the fire, but produced two 
pictures only.— London News.
